(/P)—Seven persons, six ^ of 
them members of one family, 
burned to death as they 
slept, and an eighth young 
son of the family escaped 
with severe burns and bruis- 
es when fire enveloped their 
home in Bayside, Queens, 
early today. 


The dead are Mr. and Mrs. John 


Fliss, four of their children, three 
girls and a boy, ranging in age from 
four to 17 years, and Charles Jor- 


zon, 
43, a boarder. 


The family, asleep on the second 


floor of the wooden two-story one 
family house, was trapped by the 
fire, which, breaking out in the 
basement, spread so 
rapidly 
the 


building was burned before fire ap- 
paratus arrived. 


Sanley Fliss, 14, was burned be- 


fore he jumped from his bed. He 
leaped out of a second story win- 
dow and ran a half mile to the near- 
est house. 


The fire was caused by an over- 


heated furnace.

Slugs from a shotgun struck La- 


Coste in the head and killed him 
instantly. His thumbs were blown 
away by the charge, indicating he. 
had seen his assailant just before 
he was shot and had thrown up his 
hands to protect his face. 
The body was found a few feet 


away from the. rear door of the 
home by Mrs. Rosa Harriott. \vho 
worked at the dairy. She had been 
out riding. Mrs. Harriott's hus- 
band formerly worked at the dairy. 


Officers did not believe robbery 


was thp motive, as they found be- 
tween $50 and $100 in cash in. the 
dairyman's house untouched. 


LaCoste was 
divorced 
by his 


wife several years ago. They had 
*)'ive daughters, and Mrs. LaCoste 
resides with three of them In New 
Orleans. 
LaCoste had been a dairyman 


here for many years and was wide- 
ly known in Jefferson county.

DECLINE CONTINUES 
ON COLLECTIONS OF

The treasury said today that in- 
come tax collections as of March 
21, amounted to $31,372,280 a drop 
of $15,955,861 as compared lo._the 
same day last year. 
Total collections for the month 


also showed a drop for the same 
number of clays in March, 1929. 


For the first 21 clays of the pres- 


ent month collections have totaled 
$491,700,996, while in March. 1929, 
collections aggregated $526,088,827, 
making a decrease of $34,000,000. 


The treasury statement showed, 


however, that on March 21 there 
was a surplus of $105,869,734, while 
on the same day a year ago the 
surplus amounted to only $3,438,- 
520. 
Income tax collections for the

GRANDFATHER OF 


CORSICANAN FIRST 


HEAD OF REPUBLIC 


Evidence that Richard R. Royall, 


grandfather of J. N. Royall, Sr., 
of Corsicana, was the first head of 
the provisional Texas republic, is 
now in the hands of the grandson 
and the old records are being cop- 
ied. 


The proof was found In a trans- 


cript of the "journals of the consti- 
tution held at San Felipe De Aus- 
tin, Oct. 16, 1835" from the origi- 
nal Spanish document in El Paso. 
The record covers about 100 pag- 


es of legal size single spaced type- 
written manuscript giving a com- 
plete history of the provisional or- 
ganization through regime of the 
first governor. 


According to the record a meet- 


ing of citizens was held at Colum- 
bia, 
Texas, Aug. 15, 1835, and at 


that time delegates from the vari- 
ous municipalities were 
elected. 


Wlien the provisional group met, 
Richard R. Royall. representative 
from Matagorda was selected as 
chairman, later becoming president 
of the permanent council that con- 
tinued to serve through the admin- 
istration of Henry Smith. 


Letters and reports of debates 


within this group are parts of the 
record that throws many interest- 
ing side lights on the early history 
of Texns. The transcript was se- 
cured by Mr. Royall from his cous- 
in, Mrs. Lou Scott of McKinney, 
Texas. 


The Virginia Magazine had the 


following to say about the grand- 
sire of the Corsicanan a few years 
ago: "Richard R. Royall. horn on I 
June 1, 1798. died in 1840. Married 
Ann Underwood of Nashville, Ten- 
nosse. Lived Tuscumbia, Ala., and 
Matagorda, Texas. See quarterly 
of Texas Historical 
association, 


April 1904, proving him to be the 
first head of the provisional Tex- 
as republic. There were eight chil- 
dren. In 1905 only two were living, 
Mrs. Valeria Minims, and Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Allen, McKinney, Texas. Wil- 
liam B. Royall was a son and John 
Newell Royal of Corsicana, Texas, 
a grandson."

residence of W. J. 'Lunn, 517 West 
First avenue. 


Mr. Lunn stated that he had re- 


tired early Friday night and was 
awakened by an attempt to open 
the gate to the chicken yard near 
a window close to his bed. Think- 
ing one of his neighbors was put- 
ting up his car, he dozed off to 
sleep and was awakened a second 
lime. Reaching for his pistol, he 
raised the window. Two men were 
nearby and the gate had 
been 


opened. One dashed into the chick- 
en yard 'and the other wheeled and 
ran toward the street. Lunn said 
he fired at the tall man, who dash- 
ed for the street, but did not know 
at the time that he had hit him as 
no outcry was heard, 
but later 


heard the ambulance after he and 
Walter Hayes, teputy sheriff, who 
resides near the Lunn home, had 
investigated, and city officers came 
by and advised him the wounded 
negro had been found.

provements, we feel that It will be 
but a short time until relief is giv- 
en."

The principle of freedom 


of the press won an import- 
ant victory when an appel- 
late court in Ohio set aside 
the conviction of the editor 
and an editorial writer of the 
Cleveland 
Press 
for con- 


tempt of court because that 
newspaper had criticized a 
judge for granting 
an 
in- 


junction restraining a sheriff 
from interfering with 
race 


track gambling. 


The*court held that the 


editorial 
was not in con- 


tempt because it did not in- 
tervene in a pending case, 
nor interfere with the court. 
The decision declared in ef- 
fect that a judge is not sac- 
rosant. "If he can set him- 
self above the rest of man- 
Ton d and sit in judgment on 
grievances in which he is the 
injured party," 
said 
the 


court, "we arc establishing 
a dangerous precedent." 


It is a general and well- 


established rule of journal- 
ism that the decision of a 
court shall not be criticized 
unless it clearly contravenes 
a constitutional right. 
This 


not through fear of con- 


tempt proceedings, but be- 
cause of a conviction that 
the courts should be upheld 
in the interests of organized 
society. If an elected judge 
commits acts which shock 
the general sense of justice, 
the people can be depended 
on to refuse to-re-elect him. 


But when a judge attacks 


a right guaranteed by feder- 
al and state constitutions, it 
is the duty of a -newspaper 
to protest, for the 
creature of the constitution, 
and the com.fitution is su- 
perior to all courts. The de- 
cision of the Ohio court of 
appeal is a complete vindi- 
cation of the right of a ne\v:> 
paper to criticize a judge 
under such circumstances.

word in severity

quently been shown to be a 
mistake. 
The error of the 


theory is being demonstrat- 
ed by state laws providing 
life imprisonment on con- 
viction of ,a fourth felony. 


Where these laws, which 


in some cases are properly 
invoked, have been adopted 
juries frequently acquit per- 
sons probably guilty / of 
a 


fourth 
felony because the 


jurors deem the punishment 
too severe for the crime. It 
does no good to tell juries 
that the Baumes law and 
similar statutes are adopted 
not to punish the criminal 
but to protect society 'from 
the habitual criminal. 


When the present wide- 


spread crusade against ,the 
lawless becomes less vigor-! 
ous and conditions return to 
normal, there will be 
fjtill 


greater antagonism to in- 
flicting life punishment for 
offenses heretofore 
deemed 


propertly penalized by sen- 
tences far less drastic. The 
law fails to take into account 
the point of view of the jury, 
which can never safely be 
ignored. 


To punish those guilty of 


minor offense 
and trivial 


law violations as severely as 
those guilty of murder and 
other 
heinous 
crimes 
is 


procedure. It violates 


common sense 
and would 


seem to be contrary to fed<- 
eral arid state institutions, 
which prohibit cruel and un- 
usual punishment. Such ex-

Plans and specifications for 
the 


stretch of proposed road on state 
highway 31 from the eastern boun- 
dary of consolidated road district 
No. 1, two miles cast of Powell, to 
the Trinity river, between Navarro 
and Henderson counties, were for- 
warded to the state highway de- 
partment Friday morning by local 
state engineers, according to an 
announcement Fridaj".

10.855 


miles, making the total distance 
from Corsicana to the Trinity river 
on the new highway 20.25 miles. 


Highway 31 will cross the Trin- 


ity river about a. half mile north 
of the bridge of the 
St.

Southwestern railway company in- 
stead of the present route a con- 
siderable distance to tho north in 
the vicinity of Bazette. 


The new designation will be on 


the north side of the Cotton Belt

be started within the near future,

.Two pounds of arsenate of lead to 
fLy gallons of water Is suggested. 
\flt either Paris Green or London 
1 Purple is applied, it should be mix- 


ed with equal parts of hydrated 
lime. 
Stomach poisons are of no use 
against the sucking insects as plant 
lice and leaf-footed plant hopper. 
The body pores must be closed with 
a poison spray such as nicotine . 
sulphate, which may be either used 
as a liquid spray or as a. dust. One 
pound of nicotine sulphate to 20 


' pounds of hydrated lime is sug- 
gested. 
This mixture will be suf- 


ficient for one acre of garden or- 
dinarily. 
Tomatoes, pepper.", cabbage and 
other Etemmy plants are frequently 
cut down over night In early spring 
by cut worm and grasshoppers.

"artificial 
bacilli," 


.".generated In sterile media, was an- 


nounced here today at the Univer- 
sity of California. 
The discovery was made by Dr. 
C. B. Lipman, professor of plant 
physiology at the university, while 
preparing agar, substance 
made 


from Japanese sea weed, for use in 
bacteria culture. 
. Chancing to examine the product 
under a microscope, Dr. LIpman 
detected what he at first thought 
to be contamninating organisms in 
the form of rod shaped bodies which 
looked like bacilli and absorbed 
dyes as they would. 
Desiring to rid the agar of the 


organisms, he subjected 
It to a 


steam bath at 266 degrees, fahren- 
heit, for about 14 hours, but at the 
end of that time the rod'ike bodies 
remained.

Dr. Lipman then found that these 


>*bodles were not present In samples 


of untreated sterile 
agar, 
but 


promptly appeared when the sub- 
stance was mixed with some salt 
solution, such * sterile tap water 
or sterile sea water and then heat- 
ed. 


_. Dr. Lipman became convinced the 


rods were not living bacilli, but 
merely crystalizations of the agar, 
simulating exactly the: appearance 
of one of the simplest forms of life.

stated that better cars were being 
built, but that recklessness had in- 
creased about twenty percent and 
that there were more people driv- 
ing cars while

of motoring. 
Statistics Given 


Ben F. Blackmon said that the 


number of automobile accidents 
during the past several years had 
been increased but not in the pro- 
portion to the increased number of 
automobiles on the roads. In 1925, 
there were 24,000 killed and 2,000,- 
000 injured, while in 
1928, there 


were 25,000 killed and 2,500,000 in- 
jured. Cars being constructed at 
tho present, time are more power- 
ful r.nd speedier automobiles than 
in other years. The main reasons 
for accidents as outlined by Mr. 
Blackmon were collisions, skidding 
and Clipping into ditches. 
If the 


people will stay on their own side 
of the streets and highways and 
leave liquor out of their cars there 
will be a great decrease in the ac- 
cidents, Mr, Blackmon continued. 


Felix Irwin said there were not 


so many fatal accidents in this im- 
medfate section as formerly, but 
that he feared there would be an 
Increase when the good roads were 
finished. He said that many of the 
fatal accidents occur when a car 
is not being drivaa at a high rato 
of speed. 


Earl W. Ellis said that his com- 


pany had replaced more frames of 
the 1929 model car than all pre- 
vious models due to collisions, "A 
fast car in the hands of an un- 
scrupulous driver is a dangerous 
thing," he continued. 


City Official Talks. 


Pat Brown, police commissioner, 


stated that the police department 
was interested In the conducting 
of traffic in a safe manner and 
was attempting to make the streets 
here 
safe 
on which to 
travel. 


He said that the police wer« after 
the reckless drivers, and were not 
so much interested in the exact 
rate of speed a car was traveling 
as in whether it was being driven 
in a reckless manner. 


He rapped those motorists who 


are careless in the keeping their 
brakes properly adjusted and not 
properly functioning. He said he 
did not think that it was safe 
for a 15-year-old boy to be turned 
loose with a high-powered auto- 
mobile. He voiced the wish that 
it were possible for the corpor- 
ation judge to deprive drivers of 
driving a car for a certain length 
of time instead of paying fines. 


Wayne R. Howell, city attorney, 


outlined the various laws and regu- 
lations 
concerning 
traffic 
ancl 


speeding. He said that the State 
law was 43 miles per hour outside 
of towns, cities and villages and 
within the limits of towns, vill- 
ages and cities, it was 20 miles 
per hour. The local laws are the 
traffic lights and stop signs. Reck- 
less driving is defined when a 
car is operated when the lives 
and properties of others are en- 
dangered. 


A. Hastings Harrison, who for- 


merly was general secretary of 
the local Y. M. C. 
goes to the Tulsa, 
M. C. A. from the Beaumont as- 
sociation, spoke 
briefly and 
re- 


counted some of the things that 
have been done by boys who had 
been aided In securing their edu- 
cation .by loans from the local 
Rotary loan fund.

COMPLETFJUSINESS 


SULPHUR TAYiOF 55 CENTS 
PASSED; APPROPRIATIONS 


SEVERELY CUT 


AUSTIN, Mar. 
21.—(fP)— 


The senate finally beat the 
house down to 55 cents on a 
sulphur tax, and the 
fifth 


special session of the legisla- 
lature wound up by appro- 
p r i a t i n g $1,234,174 for 
emergency needs of summer 
schools, eleemosynary institutions, 
departments and the penitentiary 
system. 
Governor Moody was left with 


the responsibility, after all, of par- 
ing appropriations to meet avail- 
able revenues. The legislature, aft- 
er 204 days of intermittent service, 
quit early today. Sine die adjourn- 
ment was voted at 1:42 a. m. 
The appropriation hill as passed 


would never be recognized in com- 
parison with the bills proposed by 
the house and the senate. The sen- 
ate measure appropriated approxi- 
mately $5,000,000, while the house 
pared this amount to approximate- 
ly $2,000,000. 
This 
amount 
was 


further cut by the free conference 
committee at a meeting in the aft- 
ernoon and later reduced to its 
present figure. 
All of tho appropriations were 


slashed 
approximately 
one-half 


with the exception of the funds al- 
lotted to eleemosynary institutions, 
which were left intact. 
Agree on Sulphur Tax 


With the session 
fast waning, 


the conference committees on the 
sulphur bill finally agreed to a 
tax of 55 cents per long ton on 
sulphur. 
At one time, just about 


an hour before the time set for 
adjournment, the senate conferees 
reported to the senate they were 
unable to agree, but the report was 
not accepted, and the committee 
continued its discussion. 
The 
franchise 
tax 
committee 


agreed comparatively early in the 
evening on a bill, but spent sev- 
eral hours redrafting the measure. 
As passed it placed utility corpora- 
tions in a separate class from oth- 
er corporations. 
Under the bill 


the utilities will pay on the basis 
of net assets. 
They will pay a 


tax of 65 cents per $1,000 on the 
first $1,000,000; 45 cents 'per $1,000 
on the next $10,000,000, and 30 cents 
per $1,000 on each $1,000,000 over 
this amount. 


Other Tax Basis 


Other corporations will pay on 


the basis of capital stock, surplus 
and undivided profits and will pay 
60 cents per $1,000 on the first $1,- 
000,000, and 30 cents per $1,000 for 
each million thereafter. 


The tax is expected to yield ap- 


proximately $400,000 more than the 
present franchise measure. 


The .55 cent tax on sulphur is 


expected to 
yield approximately 


$600,000 additional revenue. 


Another bill placing a tax on 


itinerant peddlers was 
passed a 


few minutes before the end of the 
session in .the senate. It previous- 
ly had been passed in the house. 
This measure 
was 
expected to 


raise 
approximately 
$50,000 
in 
revenue. 


The free conference committee 
report on the sulphur bill was pass- 
ed .by a two-thirds vote in both 
houses and will go into effect im- 
mediately if signed by the govern- 
or, giving the state the advantage 
of 90 days additional revenue from 
this source. 


Conferees Resign 


Agreement on the 
sulphur tax 


bill was reached only after the ori- 
ginal conferees on the part of the 
house and the second committee 
from the senate resigned in a body 
with the request new groups be 
appointed. 
The senate committee 


unanimously 
signed the 
report 


while only three members of the 
house committee signed it. 
The 


senate members were Senators Gus 
Russek of Schulenburg, Charles S. 
Gainer of Bryan. Julian P. Grecr of 
Athens, W. .R Cousins of Beau- 
mont, and Nat Patton of Crockett. 
The house members who signed tho 
report were E. P. Palmer of Alto, 
R. M. Hubbard of New Boston and 
George C. Kemble of Fort Worth. 
Representatives A. P. C. Petsch of 
Fredericksburg and Adrian Pool 
of El Paso refused to sign. 


It also was necessary to appoint

Sulphur Companies 


Pay Over Million 


AUSTIN, March 21.— (/TV- Three 
Texas corporations and one Lftiis- 
iana company will pay into 
the 
Texas treasury approximately $1,- 
298,347 annually as a result of the 
sulphur tax of 55 cents per ton 
levied by the legislature, 
According to the comptroller's 


department, 2,360,632 tons of sul- 
phur were produced in Texas the 
last year. 
The four producting 


companies paid a gross receipts tax 
of 26 cents per ton on it, the new 
levy increasing the revenue from 
this source about $684,583 annually. 


Sulphur mines in Brazoria and 


Matagorda counties, owned by two 
companies, produced all but 46,522 
tons of last year's supply. A com- 
panydn Duval county produced 43,- 
522 tons a.nd a Louisiana company 
3,000 tons.

It is a measure which Presi- 


dent Hoover 
initiated upon his 


in'duction into office with a plea 
for a "limited revision" with spe- 
cial attention to helping the farm- 
ers. 
The senate has added two 


provisions over the expressed op- 
position of the president—the ex- 
port debenture and a substitute 
for the . seven year old flexible 
tariff policy, which gives the chief 
executive power to change rates 
on recommendation of the tariff 
commission. 


Believed Hoover Will Sign.

was acquitted today on a 
charge of bribing a former 
cabinet officer. 


A jury of three women j 


and nine men in the District 
of Columbia superior court 
sustained Doheny's plea that 
the 


$100.000 he gave to Albert B Fall, 
President Harding's secretary of 
the interior, was a loan and set 
him free. 


The government 
charged 
the 


money was given Fall to influence 
his award of the Elk Hills naval 
oil lease to a Doheny company. 


Doheny arose as the jury filed 


into the court room and to its 
box. The jury of men and women 
remained standing while the clerk 
asked if they had arrived at a ver- 
dict.What is your verdict," asked 
the clerk. 


"Not guilty," replied the 
fore- 


man. 
Chelsey H. Ray was the fore- 


man. 
There was a tense stillness 


in the courtroom as Doheny and 
his counsel watched the foreman. 
The jury was polled and confirmed 
the verdict. 
Justice Hitz dismissed the jury 


after thanking it 
for its service 


and left the bench. The jury took 
but one ballot and came in at 
12:07 p. m., having been out.one 
hour and six minutes. 
Dohenys Thank Jury 


Mrs. Doheny pushed herself in- 


side the rail and embraced Do- 
heny. With tears streaming down 
their cheeks, the two stepped to 
the jury box and thanked each 
man and woman of the jury. Then 
Doheny said he had been confident 
of acquittal. 


Both Doheny and Mrs. Doheny 


were hidden from view as jubi- 
lant friends crowded about them. 
One 
of 
Doheny's associates ex- 


claimed, "we told you your day 
was coming, and this is it." 


Mrs. Doheny answered, "I knew 


it would when we came tp court." 


Fall was convicted four months 
ago of accepting the money as a 
bribe and the contradictory verdict 
today has set up a unique case in 
American jurisprudence. 


The jury's decision leaves Fall, 


the former cabinet officer, the only 
person to be convicted on charges 
growing out of the oil leases pro- 
per though 
Harry 
F. 
Sinclair 


served a jail sentence for refusing 
to answer questions asked by a 
senate committee and for criminal 
contempt of court. 


The government charged 
that 


Doheny gave Fall $100,000 on Nov. 
30, 3921. for which he a year later 
received a lease to the rich naval 
oil land in California. Doheny tes- 
tified that the money was a loan 
to an old friend and not collected 
in any way with the oil lease. 


Last Six Indictments 
The Doheny charge was the last 


of six indictments returned by a 
grand jury as a result of the oil 
leasing policies of the interior sec- 
retary of the Harding administra- 
tion and except for appeal of the 
Fall case ends the criminal prose- 
cutions unless the latter case is 
reversed and remanded for new 
trial. 


Mark Thompson, who with Ho- 


gan, defanded Fall, said the verdict 
was "a clear vindication" of 
the 


former interior secretary. 


"The judge charged the jury that 


the whole point," Thompson said, 
"was whether Doheny bribed Fall. 
The jury's verdict was a clear vin- 
dication of both of them." 


The 
government 
prosecutors, 


Owen J, Roberts and Altee Pome- 
rene, left the courtroom without 
making any statement. 


Word of 
the 
verdict 
spread 


quickly to the 
senate where the 


investigations leading to the trial 
of Doheny, Fall and Sinclair were 
started. 


"It is another evidence," com-
